Colonel James Metzger, died at 
the residence of his son-in-law, Mar- 
tin E.- Benson, Schuylkill View, Wis~ 
sachickon, Philadelphia, on December 
25. 
He was born in Bedford in 
1835, where" he received Ms- early 
education before entering Mt. St. 
Mary's College, Emmittsburg, Mary- 
land, where he remained for two 
years before he entered 
Jefferson 


College, 
Cannonsburg, 
Pa., 
now 
Washington and Jefferson, Washing- 
ing, Pa. 
In 1853 he left Jefferson 
College to pursue a course in math- 
ematics under Benjamin Hallowell, 
at his Quaker School in Alexandria, 
Va., after which President Hallowell 
appointed him Professor 
of that 
branch for two seasons. 
He then 


went to Sandy Springs, Maryland, 
where President Hallowell's son had 
started a school, teaching there for 
several years before going to Wash- 
ington, D. C., to enter the employ- 
ment of the Washington Union, £he 
national democratic newspaper. On 
December 
26, 1860, 
Mr. Metzger 
married Mary Bowman, the daughter 
of General Bowman, the publisher 
of the paper. 


Upon the outbreak of the Civil 


War, he returned to Bedford and 


i was mustered into service as First 


I Lieutenant, Co D, 55 Pa., Infantry, 


I and was honorably mustered out as 
Lieutenant Colonel, August 20, 1865. 
He saw active service in South Caro- 
lina and Virginia and was captured 
at Drury's Bluff, Virginia in 1864, 
and imprisoned for eight months in 
Libby Prison and at Macon, Georgia, 
where he was exchanged. 


Upon the termination of the war 
he went to Carlisle, Pa., then to 
Philadelphia 
and 
within 
a 
few 


months entered the firm of T- E. 
Burns and Co., spice manufacturers, 
with which he was indentified for 
forty years. 
In 1903 following the death of his 


only son and the loss by fire of his 
home, he returned to Bedford where 
he was employed by the Hartley 
Banking Company. 


Colonel Metzger was a member of 


the Military Order of the Loyal Legi- 
on of the United States and a mem- 
ber of Phi Kappa Ps.. fraternity, 
being the first initate. 
His brother 
was Captain S. S. Metzger and sister, 
Mrs. William Hartley. He is survived 
by a daughter, Annie Metzger Ben- 
son.The funeral took place in Carlisle, 
'Pa., on Wednesday, December 29.

The Compensation Law passed by 


your legislature is of the elective 
form, permitting the employer to 
choose between the compensation ob- 
ligation and an increased obligation 
for damages. The employee has the 
right to choose either to accept or 
reject compensation. Elective laws 
are of two forms, one requiring the 
employer to act and the other pre- 
suming acceptance, if the employer 
does not reject. 
The presumed acceptance is the 


form used in Pennsylvania. Under 
this form, if an employer takes no 
action whatever he is presumed to 
have accepted the Compensation Act, 
and the same presumption extends 
to his employees. The law declares 
that all contracts of employment con- 
tinued after January first will be pre- 
sumed to include, first, an agreement 
on the part of the employer that he 
will accept the obligation of the Com- 
pensation Act waiving his constitut- 
ional rights, and second, an agree- 
ment on part of the employee that he 
will accept the compensation, pro- 
vided by the Act, waiving his right 
to claim damages under common law 
procedure. This agreement on part 
of the employee binds not only him- 
self, but those who may be depend- 
ent upon him in case of a fatal ac- 
cident. 
This provision also extends 
to minor employees. The Act becom- 
ing effective January 1st, 1916, un- 
less an employer shall have given 
notice at any time before December 
31st, 1915, he is presumed to have 
fully accepted the provisions of the 
Act. 
If such notice is given after 
January first an employer is bound 
by the Act for sixty days after such 
notice has been served- The same 
privileges of rejection are given to 
employees of an 
employer to have 


accepted under the same conditions 
and requirements. 
An employee, 
however-,-ust aatify sixty clays prior 


I to the occurrence of an accident, if 
he elects not to accept compensation. 


If an employer does reject he be- 
comes liable to his employees in the 
event of injury and in defending 
against a claim for damages he can- 
not plead in defence that the injury 
was occasioned by the neglience of a 
fellow servant, or that the injury was 
due to the hazard of the employ- 
ment or that the injury was due to 
the neglience of the injured person 
himself, the burden of proof resting 
upon the employer, and the result- 
ing question being one of fact for the 
jury to determine. There is practi- 
cally no limit to liability for dama- 
ges, and therefore the majority of 
employers will doubtless accept the 
provisions of the Compensation Law, 
rather than run the risk of a heavy 
judgment being found because of the 
fact that his defences are denied him.

The amount of compensation to 


which employees are entitled ib bas- 
ed upon his average weekly wages 
and, 
in the language used, means 
the money rate at which the service 
rendered is paid for under any con- 
tract of hirring in force at the time i 
of the accident. 
It does not include 


any grauties received from either the i 
employer or others. The schedule is 
divided into non-fatal injuries and 
fatal injuries. 
Xo compensation is 
payable for the first two weeks after 
the injury, but the employer is re- 
quired to furnish medical and hospi- 
tal attendance not to exceed $25.00, 
unless a major surgical operation is 
necessary in which case the cost 
shall not exceed $75.00. If the em- 
ployer fails to provide attention, the 
employee may provide same at em- 
ployer's cost within these limits. If 
employee refuses medical attention 
compensation is not payable during 
the time of such refusal. 
For total disability injuries, either 


permanent or temporary, employees 
receive 5 0 % of average weekly wages 
during such period of disability, but 
not to exceed 500 weeks, beginning 
with the 14th day after injury. The 
maximum amount payable is $10.00

Special Care Should He Given Fowls 


During Cold AVeathcr to Obtain 
Uest Results. 


To obtain good results from a flock 


of poultry during winter all houses 
and coops should be put in good 
condition, only healthy fowls placed 
in the building, and good care given 
to the poultry. The houses should 
be thoroughly cleaned, disinfected, 
and made tight for winter. 
If the 


house has a dirt floor, it is well to re- 
move 3 or 4 inches from the top and 
substitute fresh gravel or sand. 
If 


the floor is cement or wood, remove 
all litter and dirt and put in 4 or 5 
inches of fresh straw or litter. 
Be 
sure that the house is tight on three 
sides and that there is no chance for 
a draft to strike the hens. If hens 
roost or are placed in a draft during 
the fall and winter, colds are sure to 
develop, which may result in roup 
and other troubles. 
The south side 


or front, of the poultry house may 
be 
left 
comparatively 
open, 
but 


should be under control, so that the 
openings may be closed gradually as 
the weather 
becomes cold. 
Have 


muslin curtains in the front of the 
house, or leave a window partly open 
even on the coldest nights to allow 
some ventilation in the house. Fowls 
will stand considerable cold air pro- 
vided it is dry, and ventilation will 
keep the air thoroughly dry in the 
house. 


The pullets should be brought in 


off the range and put in winter quar- 
ters, but before they are mixed with 
the older fowls be sure that the hens 
are banded or that the web of the 
foot is punched in some way so as to 
distinguish between the pullets and 
the hens t In this way the older stock 
may be culled out whenever it ap- 
pears desirable, and the young hens 
kept for further laying 
Cull the 


chickens which, are brought into the 
laying house carefully, and fatten 
and market all chickens which are 
small, poorly developed, or in poor 
condition. 
These small, poorly de- 


veloped chickens are apt to catch 
cold if put in with the other poultry, 
and develop diseases which quickly 
spread through the flock. Market all 
surplus cockerels or older male birds 
which are not desired for breeding or j 
not wanted for a later market. 
j 


Feed the grain in a deep litter on ;

may be fed either wet r/r dry, and '

LESSON TEXT—Acts 1:1-14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—When he ascended on 


high, he led captivity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men —Eph. 4:8. 


More and more we are convinced 


that the great trouble with Christians 
is that the life of Jesus for them closes 
with the gospels. We seem to fail to 
comprehend that he is living today as 
much and even more than he was nine- 
teen hundred years ago. The Book of 
Acts is a continuation of the Gospels 
(v. 1), and is yet a closed book. 


I. The Proof of the Resurrection, 


vv. 1-3. (1) Its reality. No better 
proved event is recorded in history 
than the resurrection (see I Cor. 15:4 
8); it stands absolutely unchallenged. 
The all sufficient proof was that during 
"forty days" his disciples had talked 
with him concerning the kingdom 
Note, it was only his disciples who 
beheld, his enemies never saw him af- 
ter Calvary. (2) Its burden. Just be- 
fore his ascension Jesus (v. 2) gave his 
disciples definite instructions, com- 
mandments (Matt. 28.19, 20, etc.) (a) 
to tarry in Jerusalem, (b) to be clothed 
with power, (c) to go forth and to pro- 
claim or herald his gospel. 
During 


those intervening days of waiting for 
the endowment with power they alone 
knew the gospel and men were perish- 
ing, which gives point to the necessity 
of receiving the spirit before under- 
taking the work of witnessing. 


II. The Promise of the Father, vv, 


4-8. 
Read carefully Joel 2:28, Isa. 


44:3, and compare with Luke 24:49 
and also the words of the Baptizer, 
Luke 3:16. (1) To receive the Holy 
Spirit is an obligation upon all, they 
were "charged not to depart from Je 
rusalem" (v. 4) (See also Eph. 5:18). 
(b) The reception is to be preceded 
by repentance for sin, though the con- 
fession of sin and the acknowledgment 
of Christ as Savior is only possible 
through the spirit (I Cor. 12:3). (c) 
With the -spirit comes power, author- 
ity (v. 7). This power is of God, it is 
spiritual, it is not "temporal" nor of 
the church. The kingdom is a spirit- 
ual idea (Luke 17:21) and the vice-re- 
gent of that kingdom is the Holy 
Spirit. 
The program of Jesus is 


"spirit-ailed men as witnesses" -and 
'beginning at Jerusalem." This prom- 
ise of Jesus (v. 8) suggested to the 
disciples the restoration of Israel to 
its place among the nations and in his 
reply he intimates that such is a pos- 
sibility (see Isa. 1.25-27, Ezek 36.23- 
28, Hosea. 3-4, 5, Joel 3.16-21, Amos 
9:11-15), but m a most emphatic man- 
ner be tells them that of that hour 
God has reserved to himself the 
knowledge (Matt. 24.36, Mark 3.22). 
When they were to receive the king- 
dom he does not tell, but when they 
should receive power he tells them 
plainly, viz. when the spirit should 
come upon them. The spirit is not 
Cor mere happiness or gratification, 
but comes upon us for usefulness (see 
4 S-12, 31, 33, 5.32, 9.17, 29) and that 
beginning at home, in Jerusalem, 
then to the ends of the earth. A spir 
it-filled Christian or church is a good 
home missionary and foreign evangel- 
ist as well. Finishing his messase he 
| lifted his hands and in benediction he 
ascended on high, and this act has 
ever since been continued 
His ascen 


sion is a blessed historical tact, fully 
attested and deeply significant. He as 
cended to lead captivity captive, to 
apppir in God's presence for us in our 
behalf and to prepare a piace for us 
that where he is we may be also 
(Hob. 
9-24, John 14 2). His presence 


now on high guarantees our presence 
there hereafter (John 12:2G, 14:3, 
Rev. 3:21). 


III. The Present Place of Jesus, vv, 


9-11. 
While he talked with his disci 


pies he ascended even as Enoch 
walked "and was not" (Gen. 5:24, Heb 
9.28, R. V.). The query must natural- 
ly have arisen m their minds, "When 
shall we have another interview with 
him?" As that question arose behold 
two were near to answer (v. 10) and 
their answer was a practical one.

amount payable under total disabili- 
ty claim is $4000.00, plus the medical 
For partial disability, either per- 
manent or temporary, employees art 
entitled to 50% of the difference be- 
tween his weekly wages before and 
after the injury, not to exceed $10 00 
per week, and not for more than 
300 weeks. For the loss of a hand, 
175 weeks, an arm, 21" weeks, a 
foot, 130 weeks, a leg, 21j weeks 
an eye 325 weeks. The loss of both 
£ands or both feet: both arms, both 
'legs, or both ejes constitutes per- 
manent total disability 
taking a 
maximum payment or not more than ( 
$10.00 per week tor 
~>no weeks, 
limited to $4000 00 in the aggregate. 
To constitute the loss o: a member 
amputation is not necesaiy, u' there 
is a permanent loss of use 


For fatal injuries indemnity is pro- 
vided by paying a certain percentage 
of wages with a maximum of $20.00 
per week and a minimum of $10.00. 
For one of two children, \uth no wid- 
ow or widower, 25% for each addi- 
tional child 10%, with a maximum 
of 60% for all children. For widow 
or widower and no children 40%, 
with"one child 4.">%, with two chil- 
dren 50%, with three children 55%, 
with four or more children 60%. If 
there are no widow, widower or 
children, then the following provis- 
ion:-1—for both parents, or surviving 
parent 20%, for a brother or sister, 
if no surviving parent 15%, for each 
additional brother or sister, 
3%, 
with a maximum of 25% for all 
brothers and sisters 
In addition to 
these payments, expenses of sickness 
and burial not to exceed $100. This 
of course, means the medical provi- 
sion on account of the injury, where 
the word sickness is used. Payments 
to a child's brother, or sister ceases 
at the ag£ of 3 6 years. 
Should a 
widow or widower remarry, or be- 
come, capable of self support, pay- 
ments cease. The maximum period 
payable for death is 300 weeks. The 
payment made to allien relatives who 
are not residents of the United States 
shall be two thirds the amount pro- 
vided in the above schedule. Actual 
dependency of alien children must 
1 proven 
An employer having accepted the 


law shall purchase insurance in eith- | 
er stock or mutual company, or be- i 
come a contributor to the State In-1 
surance fund, unless he has been 
granted the privileges of self insur-1 
ance by showing sumcient financial ' 
strength and being granted such per-! 
mission 
by the Industrial Board. \ 
Notice ol accident must be given by 
an injured employee within fourteen j 
days after it happened, unless em-' 
ployer has actual knowledge of this ' 
occurance. 
Claims are forever barr-: 


ed unless within one year after the 
accident the parties have agreed to 
settlement, or one of them has start- 
ed proceedings to collect compensa-1 
tion. 
Settlements may be made by i 


agreement between the employer and ] 
the injured on and after the 14th! 
day after the injuiy. 
The agree-1 


ment mubt be in writing and signed 
by the parties, a certified copy of 
agreement must be delivered to Com- 
pensation Board, whe must approve 
same. 
If parties fail to agree the 


claim 
goes 
before 
Compensation 
Board for hearing. 
There is no in- 


demnity paid if it can be proven that 
an 
employee deliberately injured 


himsell to draw indemnity, or if the 
employee was intoxicated at the time 
of the injury. 


A Jaw has been passed for the 


creation of Mutual Associations and 
also for the creation of an Insurance 
Fund. Speaking of the Fund it will 
be administered by the Insurance 
Board appointed by the Governor 
without liability on part of the State 
beyond the amount of the contribu- 
tion of premiums by the subscribers. 
The administration expense, however 
will be paid by the State up to July 
1st, 1019, for which an appropria- 
tion of $300,000.00 was made by the 
last legislature. 
Bear in mind that 
the State does not guarantee the 
fund, and does not guarantee to 
make good any deficiency if any one 
of the groups of contributors should 
meet with a catastrophe and as a re- 
sult, the fund, inasfar as it relates 


I to that group, should be exhausted. 
There is, on the other hand a provi- 
sion in the Act creating the fund, and 
I refer to Section 6 of Act No. 340, 
the following language: "In fixing 
the premiums payable by any sub- 


] scriber, the Board may take into 


I account the condition of the plant,

In addresses which have been made ! 


in different parts of the State by j 
members of the Insurance Board its , 
manager and assistant manager have 
laid great stress on the fact that the | 
law says that any subscriber to the' 
Fund is relieved of all further liabil-1 
ity 
This only means, gentlemen, I 
that, in case of an injury an employee 
must make his claim against this 
tund, and not against the employer. 
Tt does not moan that the Fund will 
make any payments or any defense j 
should claims be made for damages 
under common law proceedure, as , 
the Fund can only cover for Compen- ' 
sation payments as provided by the, 
law, and T might say right here that 
there are many accidents occur in 
Compensation States that are found I 
not entitled to Compensation pay-' 
ments, and naturally procedure is, 
then taken under common law with 
the hope of recovery 


A further statement made by the 
managers of the Fund is that there 
is no place in the law where the 
word 
"assessment" is mentioned 
This is perfectly true. But the pro- 
vision for the changing of the pre- 
mium at any time that circumstances 
that I quoted some few moments ago, 
allows the Board the same latitude 
that would be granted if the word 
"assessment" had been made use of, 
and seems to indicate that, without 
doubt, if the -Fund should become 
bankrupt, there will be ways and 
means for the Board to collect a 
sufficient amount of extra premium 
to meet such a contingency. 


While I desire to deal with the 


fund in all fairness, there are some 
statements of facts which I wish you 
to bear in mind. The Fund has no 
capital or surplus, and the State as- 
sumes no responsibility or guarantee 
of the .fund. The Fund cannot issue 
a policy of insurance. Its protection 
is limited to Compensation payments 
only. 
In the event the Act should 


: be 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
all 


I claims would revert to a common 


I law procedure, and the Fund could 
furnish no protection whatsoever to 


1 its subscribers. No one is authorized 
to execute any promise and a sub- 


scriber assumes and pays for much, 
but gets very little. 
An employer 


can much better aftorcl to carry his 
own risk, and thus avoid being sub- 
jected to the risk of helping to carry 
the hazards of other members to the 
group to which he belongs. The rates 
of the Fund are to be 10% under 
Stock Companies, and this should be 
so, for the class of protection it gives. 


Its expenses are all paid by the 
State. Its premiums are exempt from 
taxation, and while there is a provi- 
sion that proper reserves must be 
created, there is no rule by which 
they are created, and there is no one 
to see that they are properly main- 
tained as the Board is not subject to 
any Department investigation. 
The 


sky is the limit in case of a catas- 
trophe accident. The test of real in- j 
surance always comes with such a 
disaster, and the fund is not, or nev- 
er will be in position to withstand 
such a test. 


I will touch lightly on the usbject 


of Mutual Insurance. I do not think j 
that any well informed business man j 
will resort to any such means to re- 
lief him of the obligation of the law. | 
Mutual Insurance may be all right 
for underwriting fire risks, where 
the loss can be determined but the 
underwriting of compensation is an 
entirely different matter. 
Payments 
are deferred into the future for 500 
weeks, or practically 10 years and I 
do not think that any employer of 
labor desires to hold the bag and 
take the chance that a Mutual As- 
sociation will be in existence ten 
years in the future. 
I will quote 


from two sections of the law No. 
342, which is provided for the in- 
corporation and regulation of Mutual 
Companies. 
Section 11 /eads "that 


the Board of Directors may make 
reasonable rules and r< ^ulations, and 
that any subscriber who disregards 
such rules shall forfeit one half of 
the unearned premiums previously 
| paid by him. That should a mem- 
! her terminate his insurance, it shall 
not release him from liability for the 
payment of assessments then, or 
thereafter, made by the Board of 
Directors to make up any deficien- 
cies existing at the termination of his 
insurance." and Section 
12 reads, 
"Every subscriber to such Associa- 
tion 
shall be under a contingent 


mutual liability for the payment of 
losses and expenses in excess of the 
cash funds of the Association to an 
afno'ttnt «oual to the premium paid

amount of Mutual business written 
in these states to make it worthy of 
the consideration of any employer, 
while the Mutual plan is one that has 
been provided by the State of Penn- 
sylvania for the administration of the 
law, and while J, personally, have 
the honor to represent the United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Com- 
pany of Baltimore, which is a Stock 
company, we want to treat it fair as 
a competitor. My company is in the 
insurance business, and we hope to 
get our fair share of the premiums. 


but if any employer in the state 
should ask my advice, after having 
stated that, 
under no. condition 


would he insure with my company. 
I would without hesitation, advise 
him that his choice should be be- 
tween some other good stock insur-* 
ance company, or arrange under the 
Act, to be granted permission to 
carry his own insurance 
That un- 
der no circumstances is he justified 
in contributing premiums to a Mutu- 
al organization if he desires to obtain 
absolute security as a guarantee for 
payment of compensation to his em- 
ployees. As between Mutual Assoi M- 
tions and State Fund, I should ndxi«r-
